Farly in the afternoon a program 
was given by various members of the 
family, William L. Andrews of Gene- 
seo, presiding. In opening he gave 
credit to Mrs. Eliza Shaw Stamm for 
the idea of holding this reunion. and 
welcomed all the relatives. The first 
talk was by John Andrews cf Otta- 
wa, who complimented the family on 
Hts numbers, illustrating, he aid. the 
theory of the survival of the fittest! 
He considers that the family are *“‘com- 
mon folks.” Gf perhaps uwnusunl com- 
mon sense; they have not been won- 
derfnlly brilliant, they have not in- 

ented flying machines, but neither 
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“have they figured in divorcee courts. 
They have been remarkubly free from 
fatal accidents. When this fact wus 
mentioned to Aunt Lucy Shaw years 
azo, she thought if was in answer ta 
the prayers of her father fer all his 
family. ae 

He was a man of deep piety and 
strict ideas. When his daughter-in- 
law (John’s mother), visited her hus- 
band’s varents with her first child. 
one Sunday afternoon, the grand- 
mother brought out a checkerboard to 
amuse the fretful baby sitting on the 
floor. Grandfather Andrews thought 
that not anite right for the Sabbath, 
and puteit away! He was.of great 
kindness of heart, beloved by ail. 
While ali his descendants do not be- 
heve just as he did, or keep Sunday as 
strictly, yet the nnuderlying principles 
of his religion are yet with them, and 
the Andrews family has always had a 
heart for the unfortunate and = op- 
pressed. After a piano sole br Miriam 
Roehm of Washington, Ul. H. Wells 
Andrews of Geneseo read extracts 
from the iast sermon written by lis 
erandfather, which was read at his 
funeral aS a summing up of his hfe. 
The text was, “I have fought a good 
ficht, I have finished my eourse;.- I 
have kept the faith.” | 

Miss Elizabeth Andrews. ef Cham- 
paign, IlkL.. sang. “TAttlhe. Mother of 
Mine.” 

Mrs. Mary Shaw Jaques of Duluth, 
Minn., read a prayer and verses suit- 
able for the occasion, and told of the 
Hfe of Mrs. Fanny Andrews Shepard. 
a more distant cousin, whose father 
was for many years a missionary in 
the Hawaiian Islands and who herself 
was, With her husband, a medical mis- 
Sionary in Aintah, ‘Turkey. She did a 
great york among the Armenians, es- 
tablishing industries of lace-making 
and embroidery among the widows and 
orphans, to make them self-supporting. 
The World War has undone much of 
their: work, * and the’ deaths. of Dr. 
Sheppard and his wife were due to the 
hardships they underwent while un- . 
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able to help their suffering people. 
After a reading by Miss Katharine An- 
drews of Geneseo, Mr. Panl Goddard 
of Washington, Ill-, (husband ef Anna 
Andrews). recalled the older genera- 
tio, the children of Wells Andrews, 
mentioning Uncle Wellie, whittling in 
his mill, Aunt Lucy Shaw, a lady re- 
markable for her kind spirit and gra- 
cious manner, traits shown also by 
her sister, Aunt Maggie Harlan. He 
spoke of Capt. Chester Andrews’ ereci 
figure, military bearing and honorahie 
character. But the one with whom he 
felt most at home was Uncle Jimmy. 
because both were black sheep—i. e.— 
Democrats! Among the sons of that 
uncle Mr. Goddard finds congenial 
conipiny. He doubts if they are quite 
such “common folks” as a previous 
speaker had modestly claimed: though 
they may not have invented a flying 
machine, perhaps they have produced 
a talking machine! 

A piano solo, “Die Lorelei,” was giv- 
em by Miss Agnes Meyer of Washing- 
fon, De C., and a piariologne by Mrs. 
Lucy Shaw Merer of  Westervilie. 
Ohio., accompanied by her daughter, 
Agnes. Vhe poems read were 8S. W. 
Foss’ “House br the side of the Road,” 
with.the music of “What a Friend we 
have in Jesus’ and “Vll go where you 
Want Me to Go.” and Mrs. Ella Wheel- 
er Wilcox’s “Laugh, and the World 
Laughs with yon.” to the music of “Go 
bury thy sorrow.” 

A piano solo, “The Fairy Tale’ was 
given by Margaret Baker of Chicage. 
Then, while the older people exchanged 
family news inside the church, and 
looked at familiar faces, actual and pic- 
tured, the young people and children 
Visited on the steps and outside, aud 
the boys played hail. 

A bountiful supper was served in 
the chureh, of which about a hundred 
partook. After more visiting. the out- 
ofttown guests were taken to the 
homes of the relatives who live in and 
about Geneseo, for the night and fer 


breakfast. 
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Friday morning a party went to the 
cemetery to lay on the graves of Mr. 
Harper, Mr.-James Andrews and Mrs. 
fucy Shaw and their families the flew- 
ers which bad adorned the tables the 
day before. About 11 o'clock all gath- 
ered at the Outing Club fer sociability 


“and feasting. A picnic dinner was 


served at noon, before and after which 
many of the young poeple and children 
enjoved the games and bathing the 


pinee affords.

A speech by James H. Andrews of 
Kewanee eulogized “nele John <An- 
drews for high Christian character, 
mentioned _other prominent members 
of the family, and eemplimenuted the 
beauty of the young women and the in- 
telligent faces of all. He said, “not all 
the present virtues of the steck are 
due to the Andrews strain. Ky mar- 
riage, blood and character have been 
added to the family in the past. The 
Hlarlan..the Shaw, the Burton, the 
Campbell haye all a share in the pres- 
ent race. How we would have liked 
to see Aunt Maggie Harlan’ here, her 
beautifnl face an enitome of the vir- 
tues of the Harper Andrews family.” 

A duet was given by Miss Maud V. 
Andrews and Joseph L. Shaw, “O, that 
we two were Maving.” and an encore, 
“Love's: Old, Sweet Song.” 

William Andrews of Ottawa read 
Whiteomb Riley’s poem, “Out to Old 
Aunt Mary’s’” Amy TL. Stamm recited 
Lowell's “Day in June” and Alice V. 
Andrews, “Glad I am a Little Girl.” 
Aifred Andrews of Geneseo gave “Jim 
sludsoe of the Prairie Bell.” Vir- 
ginia Andrews of Geneseo read regrets 
nud greethigs from Capt. Chester An- 
drews and Major Scharmann and wife 
of Steele City, Neb., J. Harper <An- 
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drews and brothers John and Chester, 
of Walla Walla, Washington, Ger- 
trude Andrews of Denver. Cole... J. UA. 
Andrews of Minneapolis, Mr. and Mrs.

to the Geneseo relatives for their cor- 
dial entertainment. This ended the 
pregram, but by request several others 
spoke. Dante AIL. Stamm deseribed an 
oil portrait of Nancy Harper Andrews, 
painted. in Alexandria, Va., in 1816, 
Which is in the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. Harlan. at. Hoopeston, Ill. The 
portrait is on mahogany,. and keeps 
its fresh color and shows the youthful 
beauty of the “mother of us all.” The 
painting represents a spirited young 
weman of twenty-one, garbed in a 
White gown of the vrevailing empire 
Style, with a smart standing lace col- 
lar. Through her daughter we learn 
that she danced with LaFayeite at a 
function at the time of his return to 
this country. Her auburn hair ap- 
“pears in many descendants. She was 
the twenty-eighth child in a family of 
twenty-nine. Her father, John Har- 
per, was a retired sea captain who had 
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settled in Fairfax county, Virginia, 
where he operated his plantation with 
his slaves. Naney’s youth was. thus 
spent in surroundings of ease, but she 
came west with her husband and fam- 
ily, and endured the hardships and 
privaticns. of pioneer life. She learned 
what real work was, and how to do it. 
She then realized the injustice of sie 
ery, and became a sincere opponent of 
that institution. The gra  afadivos 
of her husband, Wells Andrews 
belonged to the Connecticut militia 
and was in the Revolutionary army in 
1776. Her son Chester Andrews was a 
captain in the Union army (47 I. 
Volunteers), serving threngh the Civil 
War. She had one egrandson and at 
least twelve great grandchildren wear- 
ing their country’s uniforms during 
the World War. 

James Harlan of Hoopeston, Ii.. 
gave greetings from his mother a2: 
recalled the days when he visited Ge 
eseo and went “out to Annt Marv’s”

Charles Andrews of Steele City, Neb, 
Theodore Roehm of Washington, I. 
Velva Andrews Baker of Chicago », Lucy 
Shaw Mever of Westerville, O., and 
Fred Drescher of Geneseo, spoke of 
their pleasure in this reanion. 

Mrs. William Andrews of Geneseo 
made a hit when she gaye as her whole 
speech, “This is the best looking 
crowd I was ever in!” 

Joseph L. Shaw mentioned the elec- 
tion of H. Wells Andrews to be Presi- 
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dent of the National Farmers’ Bloc. 
and called him ont. Welis spoke of 
his usually small audiences in country 
schoolhouses, of the present hard cir- 
cumstances of the farmers, and the 
prospect that “they can lock to no-one 
but themselves for help. It is hard 
to make them understand.” . 

Paul Goddard, editor of the Wash- 
ington, (111.) Post. said, “The longer 
I stay In the family. the better I like 
it! The family spreads out and out. 
‘We older ones are passing, and will 
pass away. The more we can inspire 
our young people with the idea that 
the geod name of the Andrews family 
is in theiy keening, the better it will be 
kept.” 

We have enjoyed this gathering 
more than ordinary meetings, because
